Try Catering| 











Ou've just gotten through the Christ- 
mas celebrations and probably the 
last thing you want to think about is 
cooking for your New Year’s Eve party. 

Well, you’re not alone. Many other 
Uplanders are going to their neigborhood 
caterer’s for an effortless feast. 

Effortless for the customer, that is. The 
caterers are working day and night this 
season. 

Jeff McNeilly, manager for Gourmet to 
Go, 354 W. Foothill Blvd. in Upland, has 
been working from 6 a.m. to 1 a.m. preparing 
various treats for holiday parties. He and his 
boss, owner Bennett Robinson, are working 
overtime during this time when they do five 
times their normal business. 

Whether a tired host or hostess wants a 
casual sandwich buffet or a formally catered 
dinner party, having someone else do the 
preparing — and the dishes — might be the 
answer. 

At places like Gourmet to Go there are 
snack trays with fruit and cheese and 
crackers, or meatier meals with sandwiches 
and relish trays available. Or, for the 
adventurous, a_ six-foot long submarine 
sandwich — Italian style or Rich Man’s Poor 
Boy or half-and-half — is a possibility. 





“Whatever they want to spend, we give 
them,” McNeilly explained. 


For small parties of less than 20 people 


it’s usually a pick-up order, for larger parties 
the food could be delivered and for even 
larger parties the host might just want to go 
all the way and have his party catered. 


While salami, swiss cheese, black olives 
and marinated artichokes have their charm, 
some prefer the more formal sit-down meals 
— chinese style. For a unique twist, some 
choose to have their parties catered by 
places like the Old Friend Chinese Restau- 
rant, 1401 E. Foothill Blvd., Upland. 

The Chinese restaurant will be catering 5 
to 10 parties for New Year’s Eve, owner Mike 
Lau estimates, based on past year’s. Unlike 
the gourmet shop, Lau has not received his 
orders yet. He does like a couple days 
notice, however. 

His brother Philip, who learned to cook 
Chinese-style in London, will usually cook 
up to five selections for a party of anywhere 
from 20 to 40 people. 


The gourmet shop caters parties for as 
many as 100 people with its lighter fair. 
McNeilly is looking forward to the New 
Year’s Eve party he will cater for a retirement 





mobile home park’s party. 

“That one, we’ll be wearing our full 
tuxedos,” he said. 

At the same time Robinson will be 
catering a private party on china for 60 


people. From 6 p.m. to 5 the next morning 
his boss will be available to serve food and 
wash the dishes, McNeilly said, looking 
relieved that his party involved less dishes. 

Old Friend avoids the question altogeth- 
er by serving its food in disposable 
containers. 


While catering customers get to avoid 
the frantic pace of preparing for parties, the 
caterers are swamped with business. 

“We’re a factory at work, practically, at 
this time of year,” Robinson admitted, as he 
whizzed by on his way to filling an order. 


Most of Gourmet to Go’s catering is for 
Christmas and New Year's Eve. New Year’s 
Day, during which the store will be closed, is 
not a big party day, McNeilly said. 

“There’s not a big call for New Year's 
Day,” he said. ‘Everyone is recovering from 
New Year’s Eve.” 


And the gourmet shop’s staff will be 


recovering from the rush of the holiday 
season.

Students being 
judged on word 
understanding

Defining the word “instruct” 
may sound pretty easy, but fora 
sixth grader it’s a test of his 
reading skills. 

The problem is an example of 
the type of questions asked of 
sixth graders to judge their 
understanding of word meaning 
in the Upland School District’s 
own testing program. 

Called the Criterion- 
Referenced Test, it was 
developed to make test results 
more applicable to teachers’ 
classroom lessons. 

“We’re testing the specific 
things that we teach,” explained 
Loren Sanchez, the district’s 
associate superintendent who 
spurred the initial study for this 
test. “The results are used to 
help the staff — both teachers 
and administrators — to help - 
analyze the instructional 
program.” 

Frustrated at the lack of 
relevance of many national 
commercial tests which 
compared the district to other 
districts but drew little attention 
to individual student efforts, 
Sanchez formed a task force to 
study the issue about four years 
ago. 


The committee hired 
consultant James Popham of 
UCLA, who has designed other 
educational tests, to develop 
tests for grades 1-8 that would 
measure Skills the district 
wished to emphasize. 

The result is a program fairiy 
unique to a district of Upland’s 
size, Sanchez said, although the 
Los Angeles city-schools have 
their own testing program. 

While commercial test results 
came back three months later — 
often too late to help students 
who had graduated or changed 
learning habits — Upland’s 
results come back to each 
school within five days of taking 
the test, Sanchez said. 

The major drawback of the 
district’s program is that it does 
not measure the students with 
other districts across the 
country as the commercial tests 
did. However, the required 
California Assessment Program 
tests still compare the students 
statewide and Sanchez said staff 
is working on a way to 
statistically equate the district 
program with the commercial 
tests for comparison. 

The 1984-85 school year was 
the first year the reading test 
was fully implemented, although

Entertainment outlets in 
Rancho Cucamonga thaf prove 
to be trouble spots may find the 
city stopping the show in the 
future. 


The city can legally institute 
some type of a permit process to 
counter problems at night spots, 
said assistant city attorney 
Andrew V. Arczynski. 


Arczynski told the City 
Council Dec. 18 thei an all- 
inclusive cabaret ordinance 
similar to one in Denver, Co., 
“probably would not pass 
muster in California,” but the 
city could try to regulate 


entertainment with some other 


kind of licensing process. 


Councilman Dick Dahl said he 
requested the city’s attorney 
investigate ways to regulate 
entertainment outlets, 
envisioning the creation 
someday of a voluntary board to 
dole out disciplinary action | 
ranging from suspension to 
revocation of entertainment 
licenses. 


“The only way we can have it 
fair under First Amendment laws 
is to make it apply to everyone, 
and not just specific types of 
businesses,”’ said Dahl. “It’s the 
only way | know of that we can 
have some good positive control

issue, just entertainment, 
Arczynski said. 

A spokesman from the Rancho 
Cucamonga substation of the 
county sheriff’s department said 
“a law enforcement problem 
certainly exists’ with bars in the 
city that have entertainment. 

“Anytime you allow a 
entertainment, there are 
problems for law enforcement,”’ 
said watch commander Larry 
Stimech. 


Stimech agreed that usually 
it’s the older businesses in town 
that create a problem. 


’ While drunk driving is the 
most serious consequence of 
having entertainment in the city, 


Stimech said sheriff’s deputies 
also regularly have to deal with 
fights and noise at a couple of 
establishments in town, which 
he declined to identify. 

“We’re certainly not against 
having fun,” he said. “If they 
could call a cab and get home 
safely, everything would be fine, 
but people don’t think like that. 

“Unfortunately, you can’t 
restrict certain things,” Stimech 
said. ‘‘They’re in the business to 
party and | understand that. 

Arczynski pointed out that the 
proposed regulations are not 
targeting any specific business. 

The City Council authorized 
him to draft a broad ordinance to 
deal with the problem. 


Archibald flooded so 
valve could be fixed

About 100,000 gallons of water 
cascaded down Archibald Ave. 
Dec. 19 afternoon while fire 
hydrants were opened to empty 
part of a water main so a valve 
could be repaired. 

Rancho Cucamonga senior 
public works inspector David 
Blevins said a water valve at the 
intersection of Ninth Street and 
Archibald Avenue which was 


recently installed by the ___ 


Cucamonga County Water 
District started leaking Dec. 17 
and broke early last Thursday 
morning. 

Fire hyrdrants were opened 
below the valve break to empty 
the line so workers could cut 
into it and replace the valve. 

The problem was not 
associated with the city’s 
Archibald Avenue improvement 
project, Rancho Cucamonga 
contract administrator Mike 
Long said. 

“It is part of a separate 
contract by county water 
district,” Long said. 


The water district was trying 
to beat a deadline for an 
expected city-imposed 
moratorium on digging after the 
Archibald Avenue improvement 
project is completed in the 
middle of May or early June, said 
CCWD engineering department 
supervisor Jim Cline. 

The break was probably 
caused by a manufacturing 
defect, said Cline. 

The water district had 


__installed water valves and_water.- 


mains at three intersections 
along Archibald: at Ninth Street., 
Church Street and Palo Alto 
Street. 

“We put three of them in and 
one of them broke, a 
manufacturing flaw, we think,” 
said Cline. ‘‘We don’t know yet 
what caused it to break, but it 
caused a bad leak on the main 
line. In order to repair the line, 
they had to isolate it and bleed 
off what water was remaining in 
the line. p 

The installation of the problem 
valve was completed three 
weeks ago.

toilet for space

One of the most challenging 
moments in Harvey Wichman’s 


career may come when he 
helps oversee the design of a 
space toilet. 

Wichman, an environmental 
psychologist at Claremont 
McKenna College, recently 
received a $20,000 special- 
leave grant from the Alfred P. 
Stoan Foundation to help 
design a space station NASA 
plans to launch in 1990. 

“This is the most exciting 
thing that has ever happened 
to me, probably (that) ever will 
happen to me,” said the 54- 
year-old during an interview 
Wednesday. 

Pioneering the field of 
environmental psychology as 
early as 1973, Wichman said 
that at that time there were no 
sources or textbooks available 
on the subject. 

As aresult, he accumulated 
extensive research in the field 
and has published numerous 





City officials unclear about the 
image wanted for headquarters

City officials in Rancho 
Cucamonga are still unclear as 
to the image they want for their 
new headquarters. 


And when it came to selecting 


a design for their new civic 


center, the officials were sure of 


one thing: they didn’t like an 
architect’s current rendering. 


“It looks like central jail,”’ said 


Councilman Chuck Buquet, 
glancing at the scheme. 

The City Council, Planning 
Commission and the city’s 
architect held their first joint 
meeting last Tuesday night at 
the city’s Neighborhood Center 
to determine what design will 


occupy the 85,000 square feet of 


land designated for the Public 
Safety and Civic Center Facility. 


Acting on a recommendation 


by the Planning Commission, the 


City Council decided Dec. 4 to 
adopt a “‘contempory, high-tech 
image” for the building after 
surveying three schemes 


rendered by architect John Carl . 


Warnecke and Associates. 


But officials Tuesday night 
agreed defining just what 
“contempory, high-tech” means 
wasn’t clear. 

Project designer for the firm, 


Charles ‘“‘Duke’’ Oakley exhibited 


slides from around the country 
to show officials various

papers on his findings. 

Wichman defines the 
psychology as the response of 
individuals to the ‘‘built’’ rather 
than “social” environment. He 
said his classes aim ‘“‘to make 
people aware of what they’re 
not normally aware of.” 

And in space that means 
virtually everything, he said. 

Referring to the project and 
its engineers, he said ‘I have 
to extend myself just like they 
have to. 

“I’ve got to think big — think 
beyond the immediate 
situation.” 

From his current vantage 
point, Wichman is unsure how 
his knowledge will come into 
play for the space station 
design — only that it will. 

With two companies, North 
American Rockwell and 
McDonnell Douglas, vying for 
the $8 billion to $12 billion 
design contract with NASA, 
Wichman must decide which 
company he wants to help. He 
said negotiations will be 


which begins next fall. 


finalized in January, with the 
project beginning next fall. 

He said he plans to spend 
the interim period familiarizing 
himself with past space 
developments. 

Wichman said numerous 
obstacles will have to be 
overcome. 


alternative structures. 

But after watching examples 
which varied from the John 
Hancock building in Boston to 
the Sepulveda Water 
Reclamation Plant, officials 
found no launching point for the 
project. 

“To me there’s no theme,”’ 
said Planning Commissioner 
David Barker. ‘“‘We don’t have a 
beginning right now, no 
statement we’re working 
around.” 

And after listening to 
suggestions ranging from 
marble and stone to glass 
exteriors, Mayor Jon Mikels 


concluded, “High-tech just 
doesn’t say enough.” 

Two hours of discussion 
brought few answers, except 
recommendations that a sub- 
committee be appointed to 
structure the decision, possibly 
comprised of representatives 
from both bodies. 

Currently, the Planning 
Commission acts only as an 
advisory body with the City 
Council having final authority. 

Officials predict it will be at 
least a year until the design is 
finalized and the ground 
breaking can occur, said City 
Manager Lauren Wasserman. 
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An environmental psychologist at Claremont McKenna College, Harvey Wichman recently received a 
$20,000 grant to help design a NASA space station. Wichman will take a sabbatical leave for the project 


he said. “Designing a toilet for 
a space Station is an 
enormously complicated 
theory — nothing falls down.” 
In the past, astronauts have 
used plastic bags for fecal 
matter, he said. 

Or “If you spill a glass of

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Chaffey District likely 
to boom before 1990

Soar, boom and surge are 
words usually found on a 
newspaper’s business page, but 
they also describe what officials 
project within the Chaffey Joint 
Union High School District by 
1990. 

Enroliment will soar, new 
construction will boom and 
reconstruction will surge, 
according to a projected needs 
report which came out of 
Superintendent Mike Dirksen’s 
office this week. 

The flow of funds to handle 
growth was the only thing that 
couldn’t be predicted. Much of 
that will be left to the mood of 
state Legislatures in the next 
decade. 

According to a draft report on 
enrollment at the six Chaffey 
high school campuses, student 
population is expected to rise 
districtwide from 13,385 on Oct. 
16 of this year to 15,563 by the 
1994-95 school year. 

School-by-school projections 
show: 

@ Alta Loma High School’s 
enrollment of 2,267 on Oct. 16 
will drop to 2,071 by 1994-95; 

®@ Chaffey High School’s 
enrollment of 2,800 on Oct. 16 
will level off above 3,200 
students around 1990, and then 
shoot up to 3,636 by 1994-95; 

@ Etiwanda High School’s 
enrollment of 1,519 on Oct. 16 
will rise to 1,974 by the 1994-95 
school year; 

® Montclair High School's 
enrollment of 2,312 on Oct. 16 
will jump to 3,029 by 1994-95; 

® Ontario High School’s 
enroliment of 1,912 on Oct. 16 
will soar to 3,020 by 1994-95; 

@ Upland High School’s 
enrollment of 2,575 on Oct. 16 
will dwindle to 1,833 by 1994-95. 

The number of students at the 
district’s special schools — 
Dominga and Valley View high 
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schools and the alternative 
study program — is expected to 
rise slightly between now and 
1990-91. 

The enroliment projections 
were based on the number of 
students in certain junior high 
and elementary school grade 
levels in the districts that feed 
into the Chaffey system. 

The district’s accuracy in 
determining future enrollments 
has been very good in the past, 
but the school board will be 
asked to commission a different 
study in January just to be sure, 
Dirksen said. 


To meet the influx of students, 


the district will have to improve 
its existing facilities and 
construct new ones. Several 
major projects were identified in 
Dirksen’s report. 

Reconstruction at Chaffey 
High School is anticipated to 
upgrade the school’s ventilation, 
heating and air conditioning 
systems; provide handicapped 
access throughout the campus; 
perform minor room 
modifications; and install 
elevators in certain areas. 

The state allocated $5.3 
million to the district during the 
last school year for the three- 
year Chaffey reconstruction 
project. 

The state approved plans in 
November. The work will be put 
out to bid in April 1986, with 
construction at the South Hall at 
the corner of Fourth Street and 
Euclid Avenue starting the 
following August. Construction 
at the North Hall would begin in 
September 1987, with 
completion expected by August 
1988. 


Entire buildings will have to be 


closed down during the 
reconstruction (South Hall is 
planned to be closed all next 


year), so classroom space will be 


tight, Dirksen said. 
Like Chaffey, reconstruction 
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at Upland High School would 
mainly concern the heating and 
cooling systems. Total cost of 
the project would be $4 million. 
Construction would begin in 
January 1988 and end in June 
1991. 

If Upland High were to 
become part of the Upland 
Unified School District, the 
Chaffey district application 
would be turned over to Upland 
officials. “We think the school 
will be ours for quite some 
years,” Dirksen said. 

Ten relocatable classrooms 
would be installed on the 
Ontario High School campus by 
August 1987 at a cost of 
$500,000. 

Temporary facilities are 
planned there because it is 
anticipated that enrollment at 
the presently growing school 
will decline in coming years, 
Dirksen said. 

Second phase construction of 
the district’s newest campus — 
Etiwanda High School — will 
add 10 more classrooms and a 
multi-purpose room. 

Construction of the $2 million 
worth of facilities will begin this 
month, and the project is 
expected to be completed by 
November 1986. The school’s 
capacity, which is about 1,000 
now, will jump to 1,800 after the 
work is completed. 

Third phase construction will 
add enough classrooms for 2,250 
students. It is hoped the state 
will approve the district’s 
application for $2.5 million in

Painter makes trophies and engraves 
plaques that are handed out by dozens of 
local organizations and individuals. 

To those who receive them, the awards 
usually represent some personal 
accomplishment. They do to Painter as well. 

“| like the personal satisfaction of 
creating, of being able to design, thinking of 
new ideas and making things people have 
never seen before,” says Painter who runs

the Detco trophy and engraving shop on 
Base Line Road in Rancho Cucamonga. 

The business is a family affair, with 
Painter’s wife and children also pitching in. 

Norm and Judy Painter came to 
California from Western Pennsylvania in 
1948 after he had served a term in the 
Marines. 

After a brief stint at the Kaiser Steel 
plant in Fontana ended with mass layoffs, 
Painter was looking for work. 

“I did a lot of bowling and shooting and 
other sports and one day | had to order 


some trophies for a group,” Painter recalled. 
“The guy hired me.’’

Painter opened his own shop 17 years 
ago in Montclair. 

He moved to Rancho Cucamonga where 
he lived in 1979 after determining that the 
city was growing fast enough to be a big 
boost to business. 

“It worked out quite well,”’ he said. 

The backroom of the store-front 
operation is a treasure-trove of miniature 
figures including little brass soccer kickers, 
twisting silver golfers and lady victory with 
her wings spread majestically. 


Although there are several standard 
forms for trophies and engraved plaques, 








Painter maintains that there are still enough 
variations of combinations to make the job 
creative. 

“’m fortunate enough to be able to make 
stuff that my customers love,” he said. To 
do so he has to employ skills using metals 
such as brass and woods such as wainut. 

The detail work can be as frustrating as it 
can be satisfying, especially now during the 
busiest three weeks of the year. Now is 
when companies want year-end plaques and 
people want special trophies for Christmas 
gifts. Other gifts such as jewelry and 
sporting goods are brought in for special 
personalized engravings. 

The work can be frustrating because it 
takes patients and time. 

lf Painter makes a mistake at the end of 


_an engraving he has to start over with 


another piece of bronze. 

“The Egyptians invented engraving 4,400 
years ago but modern man with all his 
shuttles into space still hasn’t invented an 
engraver’s eraser,” he said. 

Painter is especially kept busy by several 
large contracts including ones with the city 
of Rancho Cucamonga, General Motors, 
Lockeed and the Chaffey Joint Union High 
School District. 

But not all of the jobs brought to the 
Painters are conventional. 

A couple of days ago a woman brought 
in a burial urn with the ashes in it for 
engraving with information on the deceased. 

“My wife came running back through 
here at 90 miles an hour saying she didn’t 
want to be near that thing,” Painter recalled 
with a laugh. 

Strange trophy requests have included 
one by a woman who wanted a ceramic frog 
mounted and several others by people who 
had come out of operations. 

“Yeh, I’ve mounted people’s knee joints 
and other stuff they had cut out of them,” he 
said. “You wouldn’t believe the things 
people want to keep in bronze.” 
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To keep up with the high 
demand for engraved items, 
Painter uses a comiputer and an 
automated engraver (far left pho- 
to) to do the job. Painter is quick 
to point out that you still need to 
be an engraver to tell the 
computer what to do. A plaque 
he made for the first California 
500 (left photo) at the Ontario 
Motor Speedway. Tools of the

The Upland City Council 
adopted a water conservation 
plan last week that is required by 
the state, but has “‘little or no 
teeth,” according to 
Councilwoman Dina Hunter. 

Adoption of the Urban Water 
Management Pian — prepared 
for Upland by James M. 
Montgomery, Consulting 
Engineers Inc. of Pasadena — is 
required by the state by Dec. 31. 
However, there is no penalty for 
filing late. 

“| understand this law ... has 
little or no teeth and obviously 
no funding,” Hunter said during 
Wednesday’s special meeting. 


a trial test was given the year 
before. 

In order to measure the 
effectiveness of the test and the 
resulting Curriculum changes, 
Sanchez said the test is taken in 
both the fall and spring. Taking 
the approximately hour-long test 
twice a year is not too painful for 
the students and helps the 
district keep tabs on individual 
progress. 

The test measures the 
students’ understanding of word 
meaning, main idea, details, 
inference and reference tools at 
each grade level. 

The question above was 
similar to the six questions used 
to help measure the sixth 
graders’ understanding of word 
meaning. 


The first graders might get a 
problem with the pictures of a 
beach ball, a balloon and a 
basket and are asked to identify 
which matches the word 
“balloon.” The eighth grade 
problem might have a paragraph 
discussing nepotism and then 
give the student four choices of 
the definition of the word. 

If a student gets five of the six 
questions, he has ‘‘mastered”’ 
the concept. If he gets three or 
four right, he has partially 
mastered it and if he gets less 
than three he has not mastered 
it. 

The individual test results 
were sent to the parents last 
year, but the districtwide results 
were only recently tabulated. 

At arecent school board 
meeting Sanchez reported that 
59 percent of the students 
mastered the concept of word 
meaning, 32 percent mastered 
main idea, 49 percent mastered 
details, 41 percent mastered 
inference and 51 percent 
mastered reference tools in the

David Ringel, project engineer 
for the consulting firm, agreed 
with Hunter, adding that the 
requirement is basically to 
encourage cities to promote 
water conservation. 

The council adopted the plan 
unanimously, with Councilman 
Frank Hoover absent. 

The plan suggests the city 
develop a plan for emergency 
drought situations, begin annual 
water system audits and lower 
water pressure in some parts of 
the city. 

City Manager Lee Travers said 
the city is not considering 
suggestions like raising water 
rates during drought periods and 
a general gradual water rate hike.

fall of 1984. Each percentage 
rose in the test results from the 
spring of 1985. 

The tests showed teachers 
that students were weak in the 
areas of inference and main idea, 
Sanchez said. As a result, most 
teachers participated in a two- 
day workshop to learn how to 
better teach the concepts to 
their grades. 

Sanchez predicted that as 
students get used to taking the 
tests and using the skills taught 
in the classroom, the scores will 
rise. The district introduced its 
first math test this year. 
Students have taken the fall test 
and will take the second in the 
spring. The district is also in the 
process of developing a writing 
test which will be piloted later 
this year. 

That test will have students in 
each grade writing essays ona 
suggested topic. The tests will 
emphasize descriptive, narrative 
and persuasive writing, 
depending on the grade, 
Sanchez said. 

A disguised code will be used 
instead of student names, and a 
team of about six teachers will 
study the compositions of each 
grade, he said. Teachers will not 
read the tests of their own class, 
he added. 

Although the scoring, which is 
still being developed, will be 
difficult, Sanchez said he is 
most excited about the writing 
program because it will measure 
content as well as grammar. 

After the writing test is 
finished, Sanchez said the 
district has no plans for other 
tests, although there are other 
possibilities, such as history and 
science. 

The district wants to make 
sure its students are not over- 
tested, he said, and the staff 
could use the rest.

water pressure at some of the 
points judged to be high 
pressure by the consultants, by 
installing pressure-reducing 
valves. This could reduce the 
water pressure available in some 
homes and businesses in the 
city. 

The plan estimates the cost 
for installation of this system to 
be $25,000 in 1986, $125,000 in 
1987 and $150,000 for the 
following year. Estimates for 
additional years were not 
available. 

The plan includes the city’s 
proposed San Antonio Canyon 
Supplies water treatment plant, 
for which Dilley said he has just 
received the preliminary design 


report from the same consulting 
firm. 

Construction of the plant is 
scheduled to begin in 1986 and 
completion should be in the 
early summer of 1987, Dilley 
said. 


Water Utility Director Larry 
Dilley said the city will carry out 
some of the recommendations 
like the water audit, which will 
begin in 1986 and is designed to . 
find water leaks in the system. 

City employees will measure 
the amount of water at different 
Stages in the system. If a 
substantial amount of water is 
lost from one point to the next, 
the auditor will know there is a 
leak between the two points. 

Dilley said there is no other 
way to find leaks in underground 
pipes and resevoirs. The plan 
estimates the auditing cost at 
$5,000 the first year and $2,000 
for following years. 

The city also will lower the 


Although the plant will initially 
cost $1.4 million next year and 
about $1.3 million in 1987, he 
said the plant will eventually 
save the city money. 


The plant will “produce water 
at the top of the water system,” 
Dilley said. Currently water is 
treated at the lower elevations 
and then pumped back up to the 
higher elevations for use — a 
very costly process.

liquid it could cause an 
electrical short ... (it) could 
float around and get into 
anything,” he continued. 

“We just don’t know how to 
handle things like this,” he 
said. 

Contemplating the project, 
Wichman said it’s “‘scary, but 
who wants to go into things 
that don’t make you tingle a 
little bit?”

February 1987, Wichman hopes

“It keeps a faculty member

And for Wichman, being a 
faculty member on the cutting 
edge is no new phenomena. 

After receiving his 
bachelor’s and master’s 
degrees from California State 
University in Long Beach, 


Wichman returned to his native 
Michigan, teaching psychology 


at various universities from 
1959 to 1965. 

In 1966 he returned west to 
Claremont Graduate School to 
study for his doctorate in 
social and physiological 
psychology. 

It was in the summer of that 
year Wichman had his first 
encounter with NASA, as a 
participant in its Bio-Space 
Technology Training Program. 
The program trained future 
aerospace researchers to use 
space vehicles, he said. 

Little could Wichman have 
guessed that after 19 years 
he’d have another opportunity 
to work with NASA on an even 
more complex project. 

But those years of research, 
teaching and exploration in an 
undeveloped field honed 

Wichman’s expertise. 

Another facet of his life adds 
an equally telling component 
to his upcoming venture. 

Wichman used his pilot 
instructors’ licence to support 
his graduate study by teaching 
flying part-time at Ontario 
International Airport. 

While on the faculty at Cal 
State San Bernardino, 
Wichman pursued his 
fascination with the cockpit 
environment and did extensive 
research on the topic. He later 
branched into animal 
psychology which led to his 
eventual interest in 
environmental psychology. 

However, it will not be until 
his sabbatical in 1986 and 1987 
that the future value of 
Wichman’s experiments will 
come to light. 

The Alfred P. Sloan grant he 
and four others nationwide 
received, is designed give 
teachers the opportunity to 
work in technological fields. 

Although Wichman said he 
would like to eventually go up 
to the station, he thinks the 


chances are slim.

additional building in November 
1986. Construction would begin 
in November 1987 and be 
completed by April 1989. 

Fourth-phase construction 
would cost $3 million, which 
would be funded by state 
building funds, developer fees or 
both. Completion of Etiwanda’s 
gym, industrial education 
building, music and art rooms 
and cafeteria would begin in 
February 1989 and be finished by 
February 1991. The school’s 
ultimate capacity would be 2,500 
students. 

The district is already 
searching for a seventh school 
site for 1,500 students. About 40 
acres of land are needed in 
Rancho Cucamonga. The cost of 
that land is unknown. 

Because the site of the Valley 
View continuation high school in 
Ontario is large enough fora 
comprehensive high school, the 
district is entertaining the idea 
of aland swap with a Rancho 
Cucamonga property owner, 
Dirksen said. 

The most desirable spot for 
another high school would be 
east of Haven Avenue, south of 
Base Line Road, he said. 

The district hopes to have the 
plans for that school approved 
by March 1988. Construction 
would begin in September of 
that year, with completion set for 
September 1991. Total cost of 
the school, not counting land 
costs, would be $15 million, 
Dirksen projected. 

The influx of new students will 
be accompanied by a need for 
more personnel, which is also 
addressed in Dirksen’s report. 

At one time the district had 
one principal and three vice 
principals at each high school. 
Now there is a principal and two 
assistant principals. 

Dirksen wants the district to 
develop an administrative intern 
program in which current 
employees, based on their 
credentials, could fill 
management positions as 
interns. 

The program would not only 
give those interested in 
advancement some experience, 
but it would give the district a 
“pool” of candidates to choose 
from if there were any openings 
for permanent administrative 
slots, Dirksen said. 


The program will be taken to 
the board for approval in 
January. It is hoped the first 
group of interns can start during 
the 1987-88 school year. 


As the district grows by about 
400 to 500 students per year, 
there will be staffing costs of 
about $425,000 to add to the 
district’s budget annually, 
according to the report. 

Transportation costs will also 
jump, as the district will have to 
add or replace a bus per year 
through 1991, at about $100,000 
each,

After protests last month that 
departmental integrity be 
maintained, the life science and 
physical education divisions of 
Chaffey College will be merged 
for the winter and spring 
quarters of 1986.

chairman of the social science 
division, at the November 
meeting. 

The issue was carried over 
from the November meeting 
because all policy changes have 
to got to go before the board 
twice, the first time as an 
information-only item and the 
second time as a voted item. 

Muriel Zimmerman, chairman 
of the Life Science Divsion, has 
taken on the Physical Education 
Division as an added 
responsibility after the board’s 
action Dec. 12. 

The move is anticipated to 
save $11,553 for the remainder of

the 1985-86 academic year. 

Vice president for instruction, 
Mike Alexander, said he made 
the recommendation because 
part of the college’s recovery 
plan calls for a thinning out of 
the ranks of middle 
management.

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How to get control over 
several thousand acres of land 
north of Rancho Cucamonga 
without annexing in a piecemeal 
fashion is the latest 
development issue in the fast- 
growing city. 

Officials don’t want new 

housing developments to spring 
up in the hills north of the city 
without a chance to comment. 

At issue is 7,500 acres ripe for 
new development north of the 
city’s border, an area identified 
by the Local Agency Formation 
Commission (LAFC) as within 
the city’s ‘“‘sphere of influence.” 

On Dec. 18, the City Council 
agreed to put out feelers to see 
what the county’s reaction 
would be toward attempts to 
annex 2,500 acres of publicly 
owned land. 

The council also agreed to 
develop a plan to deal with the 
controversial annexation issue. 

About a third of the sphere of 
influence is controlled by public 
and semi-public agencies, most 
notably the San Bernardino 
County Flood Control District. 

The rest of it is privately 
controlled and subject to future 
development under the county’s 
West Foothills Community Plan. 

If the city wants to annex the 
land, senior planner Otto Kroutil 
said, it must have a “‘pretty good 
plan to back it,”’ including an 
extension of city boundaries and 
services. 

Mayor Jon Mikels said the city 
should attack the issue 
comprehensively rather than 
annexing individual parcels of 
land one at a time. 

Councilman Dick Dahl, on the 
other hand, wanted the sity to 
annex the land immediately to 
take control of the situation and 
get as much input as possible 
into any future developments 
there. 

“Much of that land up there is 
going to be purchased by private 
land developers,” Dahl said. “If 
that happens, the city’s input is 
going to be quite limited. | don’t 
agree with the proceedure we’re 
taking, to take it step by step 
and get input from private 
concerns first.” 

“There’s only one body that 
has to say no to spoil the entire 
thing,’’ Mikels countered, 
referring to the County Flood 
Control District. 

Mikels said the difference 
between city and county 
building codes and the issue of 
negotiating shares of the area’s 
property taxes complicate the 
annexation issue. 

“There has to be sufficient 
revenue to support the services 
that area would require,” Mikels 
said. : 

Those tax negotiations, since 
there’s no real criteria to follow, 
sometimes come down toa 
matter of opinion, Mikels said. 

“What it comes down to is not 


reason, or rationality, it’s 
politics.” 

Councilman Charles Buquet 
said he hadn’t seen “‘a decision 
come out of that body (LAFC) 
that has reflected favorably on 
Rancho Cucamonga.” 


Buquet later said there has

The City Council of the City of Upland, California, does ordain as 
follows: 

SECTION |}. Intent. 

It is the intent of the City Council of the City of Upland in 
enacting this ordinance to renew the franchise of Group W Cable, 
Inc., to operate within the City of Upland for a one year period 
commencing on October 19, 1986, until October 18, 1987. 

SECTION !1. Grant of Franchise

ORDINANCE NO. 1370 

AN URGENCY ORDINANCE OF THE CITY COUNCIL OF 

THE CITY OF UPLAND RELATING TO THE USE OF 

PREMISES FOR ADULT ENTERTAINMENT FACILITIES 

The City Council of the City of Upland does hereby ordain as 
follows: 

SECTION 1: FINDINGS AND DECLARATION OF INTENT. 

it has come to the attention of the City of Upland that there is 
now a business in the City which is contemplating the furnishing of 
entertainment and/or selling paraphernalia, books and other 
supplies for adult entertainment and/or which is now furnishing 
and selling the same illegally. The proposed business is one of first 
impression in the City and there has been no in-depth consideration 
of the potential deleterious ramifications relating to the location of 
said business in the City. 

COUNCIL FINDS THAT: ‘ 

1. Certain types of adult entertainment facilities possess certain 
objectionable operational characteristics which when concentrated 
can have deleterious effect upon adjacent areas. 

2. Location of certain adult entertainment facilities in the vicinity 
of facilities frequented by minors is likely to cause the exposure of 
said minors to adult material which. because of their immaturity, 
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may adversely affect them. In addition, the Council recognizes that 
many persons are offended by the public display of certain sexual 
materials. 

3. That special regulation of these uses is necessary to assure 
that these adverse effects will either constitute or contribute to the 
blighting or downgrading of the surrounding neighborhood and 
have an adverse effect on minors. 

4. That by reason of the objectionabie operational characteristics 
of the adult entertainment facilities when concentrated and when 
conducted in the proximity of facilities frequented by minors 
causing the exposure of minors to adult material, there is a current 
and immediate threat to the public healty, safety and welfare. 

5. That the approval of permits and/or the continued operation of 
any adult entertainment facility furnishing and/or selling any adult 
entertainment paraphernalia, books or adult materials or any other 
applicable establishment for said use without a study of the zoning 
in relationship to the type of zones in which the use should be 
placed or the concentration of the uses in the zone and the spacing 
of said uses from other facilities existent which are frequented by 
children ana which may be otherwise sensitive or affected by said 
uses, will result in a threat to the public health, safety and welfare. 

6. That is it necessary to initiate a study by the City to address 
the concerns expressed by the findings set forth above establishing 
the zones in which said uses may operate and to adopt an urgency 
ordinance prohibiting any said uses above mentioned until said 
study is completed. 

SECTION 2. PURPOSE. 

The purpose of this ordinance is to require that every use set 
forth herein in any zone of the City, whether or not the said use is 
permissible under existing zoning regulations, may not be under 
taken until a comprehensive study is made of the zonings in which 
said use may be appropriate and the conditions under which said 
use may be permitted. 

SECTION 3. NO USE PERMITS TO BE ISSUED 

For a perior of forty-five (45) days from the adoption of this 
ordinance, no permit or business license shall be processed or 
granted by the City of Upland for the furnishing of adult 
entertainment and/or selling of any adult entertainment parapher- 
nalia, books, or adult materials. ‘‘Adult entertainment’ shall 
include but not be limited to the following: An adult business where 
employees or patrons expose specified anatomical areas or engage 
in specified sexual activities and any other business or establish- 
ment characterized by more than one incidental or occasional 
portrayal or matter depicting, exposing, describing, discussing or 
relating to ‘‘specified sexual activities’ or ‘‘specified anatomical 
areas’’; adult. book stores depicting, describing or relating to 
specified sexual activities or specified anatomical areas or an 
establishment with a segment or section devoted to the sale or 
display of such material; adult hotel or motel; adult mini-motion 
picture theater consisting of an enclosed building with a capacity of 
less than fifty (50) persons used for presenting material distin- 
guished or characterized by more than one (1) incidental or 
occasional portrayal of matter depicting or relating to specified 
sexual activities or specified anatomicai areas for observation by 
Patrons therein; encounter center or rap studio where two or more 
persons congregate, assemble or associate with the primary 
purposes of engaging in, describing or discussing specified sexual 
activities or specified anatomical areas and/or figure model studio. 
The specified sexual activities shall be deemed to include fondling 
or touching of human genitals, pubic region, buttocks or female 
breasts, sexual acts, normal or perverted, actual or simulated, 
including but not limited to intercourse, oral copulation or sodomy, 
masturbation, whether actual or simulated, and execretory func- 
tions. ‘Specified anatomical areas’’ shall be deemed to include less 
than completely and opaquely covered human genitals, pubic 
regions, buttocks, anus or female breasts below the point 
immediately above the top of the areola and human male genitals 
in a discernibly turgid state, even if completely and opaquely 
covered. The prohibition of this section shall continue until such 
time as the City has established the zones of the City or required 
new zones which might be appropriate to accommodate the uses 
above mentioned and the terms and conditions upon whichi ss. use 
shall be allowed in the respective zone or zones of the City. 

SECTION 4. EXEMPTION. 

Notwithstanding any other ordinance regulating the issuance of 
use permits, including this ordinance and those applicable to re- 
zoning, the City Council may allow the issuance of a use permit for 
the uses set forth above, providing that it finds the following 
conditions exist: 

1. The establishment and maintenance of the use applied 
for conform with the comprehensive planning and land use 
regulations being studied or will not conflict with those 
regulations. 

2. The proposed use will not be detrimental to the 
standards of concentration, density and spacing of said use 
in the respective zones of the City, which the Planning 
Commission has under study or intends to study within a 
reasonable time. 

3. Adequate utilities, access roads, drainage and other 
necessary facilities have been or wili be provided. 

4. The proposed use will not, under the circumstances of 
the particular case, be a nuisance or be detrimental to the 
health, safety, peace, morals, comfort and general welfare 
of the persons residing in the neighborhood. 

5. the proposed permit or use is not detrimental or 
injurious to property or improvements in the neighborhood 
and is appropriate to the location, the lot and the 
neighborhood. 

The Council may impose any conditions to the granting of 
said permits or use which it considers necessary to avoid 
conflict with the proposed comprehensive planning and the 
land use regulations under study. 

SECTION 5: URGENCY IN TAKING EFFECT 

This ordinance is an urgency ordinance and is for the immediate 
preservation of the public peace, health and welfare. The facts 
constituting the urgency are those set forth in the findings above 
mentioned. The City recognized that it will take substantial time 
for the Planning Commission and the City Council te study and 
consider all the facts required to be studied to make an ordinance 
regulating the zones in which the use being studied may be located 
and the conditions and terms upon which said use might be located 
in the said zones, and which will not be detrimental or injurious to 
the environment of said use. The Council finds that it would be 
detructive to the proposed regulations if, during the period that 
they are being studied subject to public hearing, parties seeking to 
establish said use might do so for the purpose of defeating in whole 
or in part the ultimate objective of the regulations ultimately 
established by the City relative to said use. 

SECTION 6: If any section, subsection, sentence, clause or 
phrase of this ordinance shall for any reason be invalid, such 
holding or hold'gs shall not affect the validity of the remaining 
portions of this ordinance. The City Council has declared that it 
would have passed this ordinance and each section, subsection, 
sentence, clause or phrase thereof, irrespective of the fact that any 
one or more section, subsection, sentence, clause or phrase thereof, 
be deciared invalid.
